Nearly everyone here has a number of 
cattle. They feed on the prairies and iu 
the forests. There is not as much ex- 
pense in f emling fifty, as there is for one 
in Kentucky. In the spring and sum- 
mer a lot is constructed on a piece of 
ground which is to lie “tended" next 
year, and the cows kept in this at night. 
Such a piece has lieeu “cow-penned.” 
The calves are usually let run with the 
cows until they arc twelve to eighteen 
months old, part of this time out w ith 
them, the n-st they are kept apart during 
the day or the night. As a consequence, 
the cow dees not calve more than half as 
often as our cows iu Kentucky. Most 
cattle here are like the razor-back, “rough 
and ready.” They are small and very 
cheap; a fine cow brings from $18 to $ 20 ; 
some may be lionght at $o to $ 8 , while

sketch. When it is desired t « » close it 
it is merely shut t»» the wall, the chains 
falling into place. The ledge upon 
which the lid is hinged forms a firm 
place fi»r t lie inkstand, and other neces- 
sary fitments of a desk. 

Against the wall. l*et ween the sup- 
porting strips, may l*c fixed a Japanese 
panel, or some tapestry or silk, a * taste 
may dictate. A picture can l*e so fas- 
tened to the panel as to form a good 
letter or card holder. 

The whole affair is simple and easily 
managed ; any g**»d carpenter will 
make the n«*i*essarv woodwork for a 
very small sum.

Stir them 
occasionally, taking care not to break 
the sli<*es, and if the milk is reduced 
more than one-half add a little more, 
as there should lie a good deal of mois- 
ture when the proee wa is finished. This 
mode of cooking gives a peculiarly de- 
I lieious flavor even to inferior potatoes.

Dinner-giving should not lie a great 
tax on any good housekeeper; her 
domestic a flairs should lie so arranged 
and in such good running order that 
the mere fact of having a few extra 
persons to entertain is of very little 
moment. Table decoration, to tie in 
good taste, should be very simple. 
There was a time, only a few years ago, 
when w e ran into tremendous extremes 
in this regard, says a writer in Har- 
per's Bazar. At dinners favors were 
sometimes given, which for many per- 
sons it was an embarrassment to accept. 
But we have seen the folly of all this, 
and have modified our ways, and now 
we entertain in a more temperate and 
certainly in n u*ich more refined man- 
ner. Any ostentatious display of wealth 
is vulgar, and is generally so consid- 
ered. 

( andles are used for lighting dinner 
tables, chiefly liecause the liglu is sup- 
posed to l*e softer and more liecoming. 
These are placed either in single 
candlestick^, disposed in some regular 
way on the table, or in low candelabra. 
Shades are used or not, as one prefers. 
If they are used, the table decorations 
should lie kept harmonious in color. 
There is an asbestos lining which can 
be lnuiglit separate from the shades, 
and ran lie readily used. This prevents 
any danger of their burning. The 
candles themselves should lie very 
cold, and if they are laid in an ice- 
chest all day, they will burn evenly, 
without any of that disagreeable melt- 
ing which is so disfiguring to the candle 
and so damaging to the candlestick. 
There arc all sorts and kinds of de- 
vices iis.m 1 as a substitute for candles, 
but the liest taste is to have the real 
thing, and with just a little thought 
given to the sit bject the wax candles 
ought to lt.iru satisfactorily. Small 
latn|>*» are often used, nnd sometimes 
there is no light on the table itself, 
illumination depending entirely upon a 
drop light, which, with a handsome 
shade, casts n mellow glow on the 
table, and is absolutely no trouble at 
all to arrange. I have seen a pretty 
effect produced, when there was a 
chandelier directly over the table, by 
arntngingnn open Japanese umbrella 
so that the light was softly diffused 
through this medium, and at the same 
time one’s head was protected from the 
heat of the gas. 

Flowers should bp odorless, if pos- 
sible, when used for a dinner-table 
decoration, as strong-s^mted hlosMims 
are apt lo make some persons fe*d faint. 
Of course violrts, roses and the like 
would not come under the head of 
heavy |icrfnmes. The floral decoration 
should l*o kept low, so as not to ob- 
struct the view across the table. A 
boutonniere is often placed at each 
gentleman’s plate, and a long stemmed 
rose at each lady’s. It fen pretty fash- 
ion. sometimes oliserved. to put a few 
violets in each finger-bowl. The center 
piece can he so arranged as to be fash- 
ioned of a mnnlier of ltonquets. so that 
after dinner the man or inaid can pass 
a tray upon which these bouquets are 
placed, and each lady may select her 
own. 

Besides the flowers and the candles 
there are also placed on the table 
qnaiut silver Fonl kiii dishes containing 
candies, cake, etc.

Training the riant So That It Always 
l,nok« Frrah and Green- 
Old phi lit growers d»> not nerd to be 
told of the good qualities of the Eng- 
lish ivy for n sueeessful indoor elfin her; 
but those who are just essaying house 
plants may lie pleased to learn that 
with this plant they can have a climber 
to train up ami along the wall, and 
over pieturea, if desireil, nnd that 
it always looks fresh and green. 

, Jts leaves are thick and of a leathery 
texture, and are capable of withstand- 
ing the effects of considerable changes 
in temperature, of dry air, dust, and all 
the other disturbing agencies to plant 
life which are present in living rooms. 
Planted in ordinary potting soil in a 
medium sized pot it is ready to com- 
mence a growth which will continue 
for years, if only »♦ is supplied with 
water and kepf free from insects. It 
should he trained io such a manner 
that it can l»e taken down and restored 
again to its position, and this can be 
done by the use of a good strong cord 
or a wire. It is more or less subject to 
green fly, as are nearly nil other plants, 
and it is liable to liar lair scale inserts. 
If the \auing plant has no scale insects 
on it, and there are none on other 
plants in the house, it may remain ex- 
empt from them indefinitely. Itis better, 
therefore, to guard this point in start- 
ing a plant. Green fly, of course, is 
easily overcome by the well-known 
usual methods. Sulpho-tolmceo soap 
perhaps Is the liest for the purpose in 
connection with this and other house 
plants. - Vick's Magazine. ,
